'.'Upon  you,  my  fellow  servants,  in  the 
name  of  the  Messiah,  I  confer  the  Priest- 
hood of  Aaron,  which  holds  the  keys  of 
the  ministering  of  angels,  and  of  the 
Gospel  of  repentance,  and  of  baptism  by 
immersion  for  the  remission  of  sins ;  and 
this  shall  never  be  taken  again  from  the 
earth,  until  the  sons  of  Levi  do  offer 
again  an  offering  unto  the  Lord  in  right- 
eousness." 

The  above  prophetic  and  epoch-making 
words  were  uttered  more  than  a  century 
ago  by  a  messenger  from  the  Almighty, 
to  two  humble  youths,  Joseph  Smith  and 
Oliver  Cowdery.  This  all-important 
event  occurred  one  hundred  and  three 
years  ago,  on  Mav  15th,  1829,  on  a  farm 


near  Harmony,  Susquehanna  county, 
Pennsylvania,  on  the  banks  of  the  beau- 
tiful Susquehanna  river,  and  marked 
one  of  the  greatest  events  in  the  religious 
history  of  the  world  since  the  advent  of 
the  Redeemer  on  earth.  May  loth,  this 
year,  falls  on  Sunday.  Consequently, 
this  day  has  been  designated  by  the 
General  Authorities  of  the  Church  as  the 
day  on  which  to  commemorate  the  re- 
storation of  the  Aaronic  Priesthood.  In 
all  the  wards  and  branches  in  all  the 
stakes,  and  so  far  as  possible  wherever 
an  organization  of  the  Church  exists  in 
all  the  world,  the  event  will  be  observed. 
It  is  designed  that  the  youths  holding 
the  Aaronic  Priesthood  shall,  under  the 
presidency  of  the  bishopric,  have  charge 
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of  the  Sacrament  service  and  conduct  an 
appropriate  program; 

To  resume  fche  account  of  fche  jfestora- 
1  ion : 

For  some  time  Joseph  and  Oliver  had 
been  engaged  in  translating  the  Book  of 
Mormon.  Oliver  Cowdery,  a  young 
school  teacher,  had  heard  of  the  Pro- 
phet's vision,  of  the  coming  of  the  Angel 
Moroni  and  of  the  plates.  Becoming 
convinced  of  the  truth  of  Joseph's  story 
he  became  his  amanuensis,  and  wrote  as 
Joseph   translated  from   the  record. 

While  engaged  in  this  work  they  dis- 
covered that  baptism  for  the  remission 
of  sins  was  mentioned  several  times.  The 
doctrine,  like  many  other  doctrines  of 
those  times,  was  misunderstood  in  the 
world.  Many  did  not  believe  in  it  at  all, 
and  those  who  accepted  the  doctrine  of 
baptism  used  various  forms  for  its  ap- 
plication, and  theories  regarding  its  real 
purpose  were  varied  and  therefore  con- 
fusing and  conflicting.  Unable  to>  arrive 
at  satisfactory  conclusions  by  their  own 
research  Joseph  and  Oliver  determined 
to  inquire  of  the  source  of  all  truth  and 
light." 

Inquiry  Through  Prayer 

Accordingly,  they  went  into  the  woods 
to  pray.  It  is  significant  that  in  Joseph 
Smith's  own  narrative  of  this  great 
event,  he  did  not  grow  eloquent  or  at- 
tempt- to  paint  a  beautiful  word  picture, 
but  used  the  most  simple  language, 
stating  a  fact  without  becoming  eloquent. 
It  may  be  assumed,  however,  that  the 
occasion  was  accompanied  by  awe-in- 
spiring beauty  and  grandeur  that  is  not 
of  this  earth.  Joseph  Smith  said,  in 
part : 

"  While  we  were  thus  employed,  pray- 
ing and  calling  upon  the  Lord,  a  mes- 
senger from  heaven  descended  in  a  cloud 
of  light,  and  having  laid  his  hands  upon 
us,  he  ordained  us  saying:"  then  follows 
the  words  of  the  heavenly  messenger, 
and  the  Prophet  continues:  "He  said 
this  Aaronic  Priesthood  had  not  the 
power  of  laying  on  of  hands  for  the  gift 
of  the  Holy  Ghost,  but  that  this  should 
be  conferred  on  us  hereafter ;  and  he 
commanded  us  to  go  and  be  baptized, 
and    trave   us   directions   that    I     should 


baptize  Oliver  Cowdery,  and  afterwards 

that  he  should  baptize  me.  Accordingly. 
we  went  and  were  baptized."  He  then 
goes  on  to  say  that  each  ordained  fche 
other  to  the  Aaronic  Priesthood. 

"  The  messenger  who  visited  us  on 
this  occasion,  and  conferred  this  Priest- 
hood Upon  us,  said  that  his  name  was 
John,  the  same  that  is  called  John  the 
Baptist  in  the  New  Testament,  and  thai 
he  acted  under  the  direction  of  Peter, 
James  and  John,  who*  held  fche  keys  of 
the  Priesthood  of  Melchizedek,  which 
Priesthood  he  said  would  in  due  time  be 
conferred  on  us,"  etc.  A  simple, 
straight  forward  account  of  a  heavenly 
visitation  that  had  but  one  object  in 
view,  and  that  to  place  on  record  the 
truth  pertaining  to  the  coming  forth  of 
a  "marvelous  work  and  a  wonder". 

The  setting  for  this  event,  which  was 
destined  to  set  at  rest  the  minds  of 
Joseph  and  Oliver,  and  afterwards  the 
minds  of  hundreds  of  thousands  whose- 
hearts  were  to  be  touched  by  the  divine 
spark,  may  be  pictured  from  the  words 
of  Oliver  Cowdery.  To  a  secluded  spot 
in  the  Susquehanna  woods  went  two 
youths  on  this  bright  May  day,  at  a  time 
when  all  nature  seemed  in  tune  with 
the  infinite,  when  growing  things  were 
bursting  forth  to  a  newness  of  life,  the 
souls  of  the  two  filled  with  faith  that 
they  would  receive  that  for  which  they 
asked  from  on  high.  Oliver  Cowderv 
wrote : 

Oliver  Cowdery 's  Description 

As  in  the  "  blaze  of  day;"  yes,  more 
— above  the  glitter  of  the  May  sunbeam, 
which  then  shed  its  brilliancy  over  the 
face  of  nature!,  I  shall  not  attempt  to 
paint  to  you  the  feelings  of  this  heart, 
nor  the  majestic  beauty  and  glory  which 
surrounded  us  on  this  occasion  ;  but  you 
will  believe  me  when  I  say,  that  earth, 
nor  men,  with  the  eloquence  of  time, 
cannot  begin  to  clothe  language  in  as 
interesting  and  sublime  a  manner  as  this 
holy  personage. 

Thus    was    restored    to   the    earth    the 
Aaronic,     or    Levitical    Priesthood,    and 
later  the  Melchizedek  Priesthood,  neces 
sary  to  the  ushering  in  of  the  dispensa 
tion  of  the  fulness  of  times — the  restora- 
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lion  of  the  Gospel  in  its  fulness  and  the 
fe-establishment  and  organization  of  the 
Church  of  Christ  on  earth.  There 
are  in  the  Church  two  Priesthoods.  The 
Melchizedek  was  so  called  because  Mel- 
chizedek was  a  great  High  Priest.  The 
Aaronic  Priesthood  is  so  called  because 
it  was  conferred  on  Aaron,  brother  of 
Moses,  "  and  his  seed,  throughout  all 
their  generation". 

Jn  a  revelation  given  through  the  Pro- 
phet Joseph  at  Kirtland,  Ohio,  as  con- 
tained in  section  107  of  the  Doctrine  and 
Covenants,  appears  the  following:  "Why 
it  (the  Aaronic)  is  called  the  lesser 
Priesthood  is  because  it  is  an  appendage 
to  the  greater  or  the  Melchizedek  Priest- 
hood, and  has  power  in  administering 
outward  ordinances.  The  bishopric  is 
the  presidency  of  this  Priesthood,  and 
holds  the  keys  or  authority  of  the  same. 
No  man  has  a  legal  right  to  this  office, 
to  hold  the  keys  of  this  Priesthood,  except 
he  be  a  literal  descendant  of  Aaron." 
It  is  explained,  however,  that  as  a  high 
priest  of  the  Melchizedek  Priesthood  has 
authority  to  officiate  in  all  the  lesser 
offices,  he  may  officiate  in  the  office  of 
bishop  when  no  literal  descendant  of 
Aaron  is  available,  provided  he  is  called 
and  set  apart  and  ordained  by  the  pro- 
per authority.  To  quote  from  the  Doc- 
trine and  Covenants: 

"The  power  and  authority  of  the  les- 
ser or  Aaronic  Priesthood  is  to  hold  the 
keys  of  the  ministering  of  angels,  and  to 
administer  in  outward  ordinances,  the 
letter  of  the  Gospel — the  baptism  of  re- 
pentance for  the  remission  of  sins,  agree- 
able to  the  covenants  and  command- 
ments." And  again:  "And  the  Lord 
conferred  a  Priesthood  also  upon  Aaron 
and  his  seed,  throughout  all  their  genera- 
tions," and  regarding  its  perpetuity — 
"  which  Priesthood  also  continueth  and 
abideth  forever  with  the  Priesthood, 
which  is  after  the  holiest  order  of  God." 

Obviously,  without  the  restoration  of 
the  Priesthood,  a  knowledge  of  the  Gos- 
pel, its  sacred  ordinances  and  the  perfec- 
tion of  the  organization  of  the  Church 
of  Christ  would  have  been  impossible, 
and  in  the  coming  of  John  the  Baptist 
to  confer  the  lesser  Priesthood,  there  was 


nothing  thai  should  be  regarded  as  un- 
reasonable in  view  of  the  record  of  Holy 
Writ,  the  hundreds  of  examples  as  con 
tained  in  the  Bible,  and  of  how  God  in 
various  dispensations  since  the  dawn  of 
creation  delegated  unto  man  the  author- 
ity to  speak  and   acl    in    His   name. 

Authority  in  the  ministry  is  one  of  the 
fundamental  principles  of  the  Gospel  as 
understood  and  taught  by  the  Latter-day 
Saints.  Indeed,  article  five  of  the  Arti- 
cles of  Faith  says: 

We  believe  that  man  must  be  called  of 
God.  by  prophecy,  and  by  the  laying  on  of 
hands,  by  those  who  are  in  authority,  to 
preach  the  Gospel  and  administer  in  the 
ordinances   thereof. 

In  other  words,  those  who  administer 
in  the  ordinances  of  the  Gospel  should 
and  must  be  called  and  commissioned  by 
one  having  authority,  to  perform  their 
sacred  duties.  The  man  who  presumes 
to  speak  and  act  in  the  name  of  his 
government  without  first  being  duly  ap- 
pointed and  authorized  by  constituted 
authority,  usually  finds  himself  in  diffi- 
culties. The  necessity  of  authority  is 
sustained  by  scripture,  and  it  would  be 
a  vain  search  of  Holy  Writ  to  find  an 
instance  wherein  the  acts  of  one  assum- 
ing authority  have  been  accepted  by  the 
Father. 

Noah  "  found  grace  in  the  eyes  of  the 
Lord."  The  Lord  called  Abraham  and 
made  a  covenant  with  him  for  all  genera- 
tions of  his  posterity.  So  were  Isaac  and 
Jacob  also  called  of  God.  Unto  Moses 
came  the  voice  of  God,  commissioning 
him  to  do  certain  work,  and  in  this  work 
Aaron,  bis  brother,  was  called  to  assist 
him.  Later  on,  Aaron  and  his  sons  were 
called  from  the  midst  of  the  children  of 
Israel  to  minister  in  the  priest's  office, 
and  upon  Aaron  was  conferred  the  lesser 
Priesthood,  and  the  promise  was  made 
that  the  Priesthood  would  remain  with 
his  seed,  which  it  did,  down  through  the 
successive  generations  and  to  John  the 
Baptist,  to  whom  was  given  the  signal 
honour  of  baptizing  the   Saviour. 

What  more  natural,  then,  than  that 
after  a  long  period  of  darkness,  during 
which  men,  because  of  their  own  wicked- 
ness, were  left   to  grope  for  themselves. 
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John  the  Baptist  should  be  the  messen- 
ger fco  again  bring  to  earth  the  Priest- 
hood which  ho  hold  and  bestow  it  upon 
others  also  chosen  of  ( rod?  This  he  did, 
in  tlic  manner  described  ami  for  the  spe- 
cific purpose  foretold  by  lml\  prophets 
of  old. 

Restoration  Effected   by  Direct 
Revelation 

With  the  restoration  of  the  lesser 
Priesthood,  or  following  that  momentous 
event,  came  instructions  by  direct  reve- 
lation of  definite  and  specific  duties  per- 
taining to1  this  calling.  While  it  is  called 
"  lesser  Priesthood,"  it  should  not  be 
regarded  as  otherwise  than  extremely  im- 
portant. In  the  time  when  the  children 
of  Israel  were  in  the  wilderness,  Aaron 
and  his  sons  were  called  to-  the  duties  of 
the  priest's  office  ;  later  the  tribe  of  Levi 
was  called  to  assist  Aaron,  and  included 
among  the  duties  were  those  of  keeping 
the  instruments  in  order  and  attending 
to  the  service  of  the  tabernacle.  The 
commission  given  to  the  Levites  has 
been  called  the  Levitical  Priesthood,  but 
it  is  really  an  appendage  to  the  Priest- 
hood of  Aaron. 

In  its  restoration  in  this  dispensation 
came  a  fuller  knowledge  of  all  these 
things  and  much  more.  The  "keys" 
held  by  the  Aaronic  Priesthood  were  ex- 
plained, and  also  the  offices  that  it  em- 
braces. It  comprises  the  offices  of  bis 
hop,  priest,  teacher  and  deacon,  with 
the  bishopric  holding  the  keys  of  pre- 
sidency, or  presiding  authority. 

A  bishop,  with  two  counselors,  pre- 
sides over  an  ecclesiastical  ward.  Upon 
the  bishop  devolves  the  very  important 
duty  of  preparing  the  male  youth  of  the 
Church  for  activities  in  the  Aaronic 
Priesthood,  and  it  goes  without  saying 
that  no  better  service  can  be  rendered 
than  to  teach  and  train  boys  to  hold  in 
the  highest  regard  sacred  privileges  that 
the  Priesthood  offers.  The  bishop  co- 
operates with  parents  in  this  work,  and 
boys  are  taught  almost  from  infancy  the 
saeredness  and  dignity  of  Priesthood 
duties. 

The  office  of  deacon  may  be  termed 
the  first  or  lowest  in  the  Aaronic  Priest- 
hood.       His  duties   are   of    a    temporal 


nature,   such   as   the   care   of   houses   of 

worship,  the  comfort  of  worshippers  and 
such  duties  as  the  bishop  <.)■  branch  pre- 
sidehl  may  direct.      I'hr  deacon  also  may 

assist  the  teacher  in  his  labours.  The 
prospective  deacon  should  be  about 
twelve  years  of  age.  Before  lie  is  or- 
dained  there  is  usually  a  conference  be- 
tween the  boy.  his  parents  and  the  bishop 
or  branch  president.  The  boy's  name  is 
then  presented  to  the  deacons'  quorum, 
consisting  of  twelve  deacons,  presided 
over  by  a  president  and  counselors. 
When  accepted  by  the  quorum  and  the 
general  Priesthood  of  the  ward,  he  is 
presented  before  the  congregation  of  the 
saints  and  then  duly  ordained."  A  rela- 
tive, preferably  the  father,  may  assist  in 
the  ordination,  and  a  certificate  of  ordin 
ation  is  issued  to  the  boy  by  the  ward 
or  branch  clerk. 
Preparation  Necessary  for  Advancement 

The  deacon  receives  instructions  and 
practice  in  passing  the  Sacrament,  act- 
ing as  door  tender  and  usher,  collecting 
fast  offerings,  assisting  the  janitor,  and 
he  is  expected  to  keep  the  Word  of  Wis- 
dom, observe  the  law  of  tithing,  to  be 
studious,  prayerful  and  obedient,  and  to 
attend  meetings  and  Sunday  school. 
When  a  deacon  has  served  faithfully  for 
two  years  he  is  in  line  for  advancement 
to  the  office  of  teacher. 

Teachers  are  local  officers  wdiose  duties 
are  to  watch  over  the  Church,  to  mingle 
with  and  strengthen  the  members  by  their 
ministry  ;  to  see  that  no  iniquity  exists. 
A  teacher  may  take  the  lead  of  meetings 
when  no  priest  or  higher  officer  is  pre- 
sent ;  he  may  assist  in  the  teaching  of 
some  Gospel  class,  and  thus  gain  experi- 
ence in  public  speaking  and  in  conduct- 
ing meetings.  He  also  may  be  assigned 
districts  in  the  ward  where  he  will  ac- 
company visiting  teachers  in  calling  on 
members  of  the  Church.  A  quorum  of 
teachers,  is  composed  of  twenty-four 
members,  with  a  president  and  two  coun- 
selors chosen  from  among  them.  The 
teacher  who  is  faithful  in  his  duties  for 
a  period  of  two  years  is  prepared  for  a 
step  higher  in  the  Priesthood,  to  the 
office  of  priest.

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EDITORIAL. 


ETERNITY    PAST,   PRESENT,    FUTURE. 


The  following  questions  and  proposi- 
tions are  self  evident  and  continually 
arise  in  the  human  mind.  They  are  clearly 
answered  by  a  brief  study  of  Mormonism 
and  can  be  naturally  answered  by  ordin- 
ary mentality.  However,  sectarian 
bigotry  and  prevalent  church  falsity  mis- 
leads correct  natural  mental  conclusions 
and  leaves  adherents  unhappy  and  un- 
settled. 

1 — Have  you  lived  before? 

A.  Did  you  live  yesterday,  last  week, 
last  month,  last  year,  or  2,  3,  4,  5  or  10 
years  before  ?  If  that  long,  have  you  lived 
20,  50,  100,  1,000  or  one  million  years 
ago  or  for  endless  ages  ? 

B.  If  you  lived  one  yesterday  or  many 
yesterdays  before,  could  you  not  have 
lived  a  million  yesterdays  or  eternally 
before  ? 

C.  After  all,  did  birth  commence  your 
life,  or  just  its  earthly  existence? 

Life  before  its  earthly  formation  is  no 
more  mysterious  than  life  after  birth.  The 
pre-existence  of  the  spirit  is  no  more  hid- 
den from  the  understanding  than  its  union 
with  the  body. 

2 — When  did  you  start  to  live  and 
when  will  you  die  ? 

A.  Do  you  remember  more  about  a 
year  after  your  birth  than  you  do  a  year 
before  ? 

B.  Do  you  recollect  any  more  about 
your  birth  than  you  know  about  your 
death  ? 

C  You  know  you  were  born,  but  did 
you  know  a  day,  week,  month,  year,  or 
2,  3,  4,  5,  10  or  more  years  before  the 
day  that  you  were  born  that  you  would 
be  born  on  that  day  any  less  than  you 
know  your  body  will  die  and  the  date  of 
its  death? 

You  lived  before  you  were  born  and  you 
will  live  after  your  body  shall  die.  You 
are  you.  You  will  always  be  you  here- 
after, as  you  were  you  long  before  you 
were  born.  You  are,  that  you  might  have 
joy  and  increase  in  knowledge  and  un- 
derstanding and  power  to  do.  You  will 
do  so>  at  the  speed  you  yourself  have  power 
to  control. 


It  is  not  how  long  you  live,  but  how 
well  you  live. 

3 — Is  this  your  last  day  on  earth,  up  to 
the  present  ? 

A.  Are  you  ready  for  your  body  to 
die  and  will  it  die  tomorrow,  next  week, 
next  month,  next  year,  or  2,  3,-  4,  5,  10 
or  more  years  from  now  ? 

B.  If  your  body  can  live  one  tomorrow 
can  it  not  live  many  more  tomorrows  than 
ordinarily  expected,  by  use  of  good  diet 
and  abstenance  from  the  use  of  improper 
foods  and  more  care  to  keep  well  and  bet- 
ter care  to  get  well  after  you  are  sick  ? 

C.  Is  your  life  to-day  the  sum  total 
and  answer  of  all  your  previous  existence  ? 

Your  acts  in  your  former  existence 
largely  determined  your  ability  and  noble- 
ness in  the  present  existence.  Your  acts 
in  present  life  largely  determine  your 
ability  and  nobleness  tomorrow,  next 
week,  next  month,  next  year  and  etc.  If 
so,  will  they  not  largely  determine  your 
ability  and  nobleness  in  life  hereafter,  as 
whenever  man  is  judged  it  is  justly  done 
according  to  his  deeds  done  in  the  flesh. 

People  plan  for  the  tomorrow  and  the 
future  of  this  life,  but  too  often  neglect 
to  plan  and  prepare  for  the  future  of 
their  life  after  earthly  death. 

4 — Will  you  live  again  ? 

A.  Will  you  live  tomorrow,  next  week, 
next  month,  next  year,  or  will  you  live  2, 
3,  4,  5  or  10  years  from  now?  If  that 
long,  will  you  live  20,  50,  100,  1,000  or 
one  million  years  and  then  forever  ? 

B.  If  you  will  live  one  tomorrow,  why 
can't  you  live  one  million  tomorrows  or 
for  eternity  ? 

C.  After  all,  does  bodily  death  end 
your  life,  or  just  your  earthly  existence? 

Death  of  the  body  is  no  more  mysterious 
than  the  birth  of  it,  and  life  after  its 
first  bodily  disunion  is  no  more  hidden 
from  the  understanding  than  life  before 
its  earthly  extinction. 

The  dead,  small  and  great  shall  stand 
before  Almighty  God  at  one  point  in  the 
life  of  each,  hereafter.  The  sea,  earth  and 
hell  will  deliver  up  the  dead  which  are  in 
them.     All  mankind  will  stand  before  the 
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just  bar  of  Justice  and  be  judged  accord- 
ing to  their  works  in  earth  life,  out  of  the 
things  which  have  beef]  written  in  the 
book  of  each  life.  See  Rev.  20:  12-13. 
The  fact  (hat  man  has  had  an  earthly 
existence  is  the  best  evidence  that  he  was 
worthy  to  have  an  earthly  existence.  Satan 
and  his  angels  were  not  privileged  to  have 
a  body  and  earthly  existence,  which  is  the 
best  evidence  that  they  were  not  worthy 
of  the  same.  May  all  readers  of  the  above 
so  live  that  they  will  be  worthy  of  a 
glorious  resurrection  when  the  body  of 
earth  life  will  be  re-united  with  the  spirit 
of  eternity.  May  they  be  given  glorified 
bodies  and  live  in  the  highest  or  Celestial 
degree  of  glory  in  the  future  life. — D.

Times  of  Gentiles  Fulfilled. 
Jews  Returning  Home.

Speaking  of  the  overthrow  of  the  Jews 
and  the  destruction  of  Jerusalem,  tin- 
Lord  said  to  his  disciples : 

"And  they  shall  fall  by  the  edge  of 
the  sword,  and  shall  be  led  away  cap- 
tive into  all  nations :  and  Jerusalem 
shall  be  trodden  down  of  the  Gentiles, 
until  the  tiines  of  the  Gentiles  be  jnl- 
filled. 

"And  there  shall  be  signs  in  the  sun, 
and  in  the  moon,  and  in  the  stars;  and 
upon  the  earth  distress  of  nations,  with 
perplexity  ;  the  sea  and  the  waves  roar- 
ing. 

"Men's  hearts  failing  them  for  fear, 
and  for  looking  after  those  things  which 
are  coming  on  the  earth  :  for  the  powers 
of  heaven  shall  be  shaken. — Luke  21  : 
24-26. 

This  scrijDture  was  also  referred  to  by 
Moroni  when  he  visited  Joseph  Smith  in 
September,  1823,  and  which  he  said  was 
soon  to  be  fulfilled.  He  said  that  the  ful- 
ness of  the  Gentiles  was  soon  to  come  in. 
The  words  of  our  Lord  are  very  definite 
and  explicit  regarding  the  time  of  the 
scattering  of  the  Jews  and  the  days  of 
the  Gentiles.  They  give  the  key  which 
unlocks  the  door  to  the  fulfilling  of  this 
prophecy.  We  all  know  that  from  the 
time  of  the  destruction  of  Jerusalem  in 
the  year  70  A.D.  until  near  the  close  of 
the  World  war,  Jerusalem  was  trodden 
down  of  the  Gentiles,  and  during  all  of 
that  time  the  Jews  were  scattered  and  al- 
most without  privileges  in  the  Holy  Land. 
The  Lord  said  they  should  remain  scat- 
tered among  the  nations  until  the  times  of 
the  Gentiles  were  fulfilled.  Moroni  said 
the  times  of  the  Gentiles  were  about  to  be 
fulfilled.  To-day  we  are  living  in  the 
transition  period  :  the  day  of  the  Gentiles 
has  come  in,  and  the  day  of  Judah  and 
the  remnant  of  downtrodden  Israel  is  now 
at  hand.  The  sign  for  the  fulfilment  of 
this  prophecy  has  been  given. 
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The  beginning  of  the  end  of  the  times 
of  the  Gentiles  was  made  manifest  in  1917 
when  General  Allen  by  took  possession  of 
the  Holy  Land.  England  to-day  holds 
the  mandate  for  Palestine,  and  by  procla- 
mation has  declared  it  a  Jewish  state,  in 
other  words,  that  these  downtrodden 
people  may  return  and  find  a  permanent 
home.  After  the  war  a  son  of  Judah  was 
sent  to  Palestine  to  govern  the  land,  the 
first  of  that  race  since  before  the  death  of 
Jesus  Christ  to  hold  authority  there.  To- 
day the  Jews  are  returning  to  the  home- 
land. Cities  are  being  built.  Agriculture 
is  being  encouraged.  The  denuded  moun- 
tain sides  are  being  reforested  and  the 
former  and  later  rains  are  returning. 
These  are  signs  that  the  curse  is  now 
taken  from  the  land,  and  that  the  times 
of  the  Gentiles  are  soon  to  close  fulfilling 
the  prediction  by  Moroni  to  Joseph  Smith 
one  hundred  years  ago.

3,153  YEARS  OF  WAR. 


The  smoke  of  battle  is  lifting  at  Shan- 
ghai, and  a  provisional  agreement  be- 
tween the  Japanese  and  Chinese  has 
been  reached.  The  League  hopes  to  pave 
the  way  to  a  permanent  settlement 

One  can  make  an  estimate  of  the  hard 
work  before  the  League  by  studying  the 
statistics  of  war  and  peace  periods  in 
history. 

Out  of  the  3,421  years  of  which  the  his- 
torical facts  are  known,  3,153  years  were 
disturbed  by  war  or  wars  in  some  part  of 
the  world. 

Only  268  years  were  free  from  conflict, 
and  even  these  make  no  allowance  for  the 
bickerings  and  domestic*  wars  of  hill 
tribes. 

During  the  period  8,000  peace  treaties 
were  concluded,  most  of  them  with 
"  eternity  "  clauses.  The  average  period 
of  their  effectiveness  was  just  over  two 
years.  If  the  League  could  increase  that 
period  to  even  three  years  it  would  do  a 
great  service  to  the  world.  But  in  a 
world  with  such  a  record  of  war,  is  it 
reasonable  to  expect  "eternal"  peace? 
—Cape  Argus,  March  17,   1932.

Scarcely  a  morning  in  all  my  tracting 
career  has  passed  but*  what  I  have  been 
asked  the  question,  "Which  is  the  true 
church?"  I  don't  wonder  that  people  are 
perplexed,  and  sometimes  want  to  give  up 
in  utter  disgust,  because  approximately 
850  different  Christian  denominations  are 
throwing  open  their  doors  and  encourag- 
ing the  people  with  the  statement,  "This 
is  the  true  church." 

Eight  hundred  and  fifty  interpretations 
of  the  Bible  is  enough  evidence  to  prove 
that  the  Bible  alone  is  not  sufficent  for 
the  presnt  needs  and  the  future  growth  of 
the  Church  of  Christ. 

Some  denominations  proclaim  that  the 
Bible  contains  all  the  books  that  have 
been  written  through  revelation  or  by  in- 
spiration from  God.  Furthermore  they 
assert  there  has  never  been,  since  the  last 
revelation  given  to  John,  the  Revelator, 
on  the  Isle  of  Patmos,  nor  will  ever  be 
more  revelations  from  God.  Compare  that 
with  the  beliefs  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  that  the 
Church  of  Christ  is  built  on  the  rock  of 
revelaltion,  (Matt.  16:  17-18.)  that  the 
Prophets,  seers,  and  revelators  of  the  Lat- 
ter-day Church  have  received,  and  are 
still  receiving  direct  revelations  from  God 
Himself. 

Without  the  Bible,  Christendom  would 
be  no  more  than  on  par  with  heathendom. 
With  only  the  Bible,  Christendom  would 
still  be  in  the  dark.  "Mormon"  scrip- 
tures proclaim,  "That  men  have  taken 
away  from  the  Gospel  of  the  Lamb  many 
parts  which  are  plain  and  most  precious  : 
and  also  many  covenants  of  the  Lord  have 
they  taken  away  (from  the  Bible.) 
I  Nephi  13:  26.  For  example,  Ex.  24:  7, 
tells  us  that  the  book  of  covenants  is  mis- 
sing from  the  Old  Testament.  A  book  of 
the  wars  has  been  abstracted.  (Num.  21  : 
14).  The  whole  book  of  Jasher  was  lost. 
(Josh.  10:   13).     The  former  epistle  to  the 
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Corinthians,  (I  Cor.  5  :  '.).)  16  missing  from 
the  New  Testament,  also  the  former 
epistle  to  the  Ephesians.  (Eph.  3:  3.) 
Jnde  1  :  3  evidences  that  another  valuable 
epistle  was  lost.  Enoch's  prophecies, 
(Jude  1  :  14.)  have  also  been  witheld 
from  the  Holy  Bible.  With  this  evidence, 
and  nnich  more  not  recorded  here,  people 
needn't  suppose  they  can  get  all  of  God's 
works,  or  the  whole  of  the  great  plan  of 
salvation  from  the  Bible.  They  must 
realize^  the  necessity  of  accepting  Modern 
day  Revelation 

The  true  church  embodies  all  of  Christ's 
i  cachings.  It  must  bear  the  name  of 
Christ  its  founder.  It  must  have  the 
same  organization  established  by  Christ ; 
apostles,  prophets,  pastors,  evangelists, 
elders,  bishops,  priests,  teachers  and 
deacons,  for  the  perfecting  of  the  Saints, 
for  the  work  of  the  ministry,  for  the 
edifying  of  the  Church.  Faith,  repentence, 
baptism  by  immersion  for  the  remission 
of  sins,  and  the  laying  on  of  hands  for  the 
reception  of  the  Holy  Ghost  are  to  be  em- 
bodied in  that  perfect  organization.  The 
IKvme  Authority,  or  the  power  to  act  for 
Gcd  in  administering  in  the  ordinances  of 
the  church,  is  an  absolute  necessity. 
Marriage  throughout  all  time  and  etern- 
ity must  be  observed.  Baptism  and  en- 
dowment work  for  the  dead  must  be  prac- 
tised, and  many  other  principles  that  are 
made  manifest  only  by  a  thorough  inves- 
tigation into  the  olden  scriptures,  the 
Book  of  Mormon  and  modern  day  revela- 
tions. 

"By  their  fruits  ye  shall  know  them." 
The  doctrines  of  the  "Mormon"  church 
are  as  "broad  and  inclusive  as  the  uni- 
verse and  as  dependable  and  irrevocable  as 
the  law  of  nature".  Every  whit  of  the 
teachings  of  Jesus  Christ  is  recognized  by 
this  Latter-day  Church.  Its  Gospel  is  the 
"transcendent  message  of  the  ages.  It 
excells  in  importance  all  other  matters  per- 
taining to  the  human  race.  It  is  the  means 
whereby  man  can  be  made  happier  and 
move  efficient,  both  here  and  hereafter. 
It  is  the  plan  whereby  the  children  of  God 
may  be  elevated  to  a  state  of  perpetual 
bliss  and  usefulness.  It  is  Diety's  log  of 
the  road  from  a  world  of  sin  and  sorrow 


to  the  land  of  eternal  life.  It  is  the  verit- 
able power  of  God  unto  salvation.  It  is 
<  he  only  means  by  which  man  can  be 
brought  back  into  the  presence  of  the 
Father."

The  beautiful  expressions,  both  written 
and  verbal,  that  come  to  the  office  from 
many  over  the  Mission,  in  jjraise  of  the  good 
this  contest  has  done,  and  is  doing,  are 
stimulating  and  encouraging.  Many  fami- 
lies arise  a  few  minutes  earlier  than  usual 
and  hold  a  Gospel  study  meeting  in  the 
morning.  Some  parents  get  their  families 
together  and  hold  Family  Home  Evenings. 
Groups  of  members  and  friends  meet  in 
homes  and  study  the  Gospel  together. 
Motor-car  parties  hold  singing  practices, 
and  programs  while  motoring,  which  is 
unique.  Relief  Society  and  Priesthood 
meetings  are  attended  by  many  more 
than  before  the  contest.  All  meetings  are 
much  better  attended. 

A  few  qualities  that  are  bein.w  develop- 
ed among  the  people  generally  are  loyalty 
to  one's  own  District  :  Originality  in 
planning  and  forming  ways  and  means  to 
hold  meetings  and  study  the  Gospel  and 
put  idle  and  leisure  time  to  work  for  the 
benefit  of  three  people  or  a  larger  group  : 
Leadership  in  taking  charge  and  Initia- 
tive in  going  ahead  with  appointed  duties  ; 
Self-government,  in  that  a  humble  family 


can  have  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  held 
in  their  own  home  and  the  proceedings 
conducted  by  the  inmates,  without  out- 
side assistance.  Greater  opjiortunity  is 
provided  for  experience  and  work  in  the 
Church,  which  reaches  into  places  where 
formerly  regular  privileges  were  not 
available.  By  far  more  advantages  for 
supervised  Gospel  study  have  been  provided 
for  friends  and  members  and  there  are 
but  a  few  who  fail  to  take  advantage  of 
the  Gospel  Study  Meetings. 

Caution  must  be  taken  to  keep  all  meet- 
ings within  the  rules  and  then  extremes 
will  not  be  noticeable.  Humility  and  sin- 
cerity should  actuate  every  meeting. 

If  you  desire  to  hold  meetings  in  your 
home,  notify  your  District  President  and 
he  will  make  arrangements  for  you  to  do 
so  yourself  as  the  Elders  simply  cannot 
attend  all  meetings.

Ordination  1o  the  office  of  priest  is 
conducted  in  the  same  manner  its  thaj 
•of  deacon  and  teacjher.  A  quorum  of 
priests  consists  of  forty-eight  members, 
and  is  under  the  personal  presidency  oj 
a  bishop.  He  may  act  in  any  calling  of 
the  deacon  or  teacher.  Priests  are  ap- 
pointed to  preach  the  Gospel,  to  baptize, 
to  administer  the  Sacrament,  to  visit  the 
homes  of  members  of  the  Church,  and 
when  properly  directed  to  ordain  dea- 
cons, teachers  and  other  priests,  and  he 
may  be  called  upon  to  assist  the  elders 
in  their  work.  He  is  expected  to  assist 
in  class  work,  take  part  in  meetings  and 
■assist  in  the  care  and  protection  of 
Church  property  and  such  other  duties 
.as  the  bishop  may  direct . 

Consciousness  of  Service  Brings 
Refinement. 

]t  will  readily  be  seen  that  one  definite 
purpose  in  the  activities  of  the  Aaronic 
Priesthood  is  to  instill  in  the  hearts  of 
boys  and  young  men  a  true  love  for  God 
-and  man,  and  the  plan  provides  a  means 
tni'  advancement  to  the  Melchizedek 
Priesthood  and  the  great  service  and 
blessings  that  go>  with  it.  In  all  these 
Priesthood  activities  the  hearts  of  boys 
are  bound  to  become  impressed.  Acts 
performed  with  the  inspiring  thought 
that  in  those  acts  God  is  being  served, 
refines  the  hearts  and  minds  of  boys ; 
and  in  the  Priesthood  this  thought  is 
ever  kept  before  them. 

Through  the  Aaronic  Priesthood  call- 
ings, youths  engage  in  the  great  work  of 
aiding  humanity  to  higher  and  nobler 
things  of  life,  and  they,  too,  are  greatly 
benefited  by  it,  because  the  youth  who 
■acquires  the  true  spirit  of  his  calling  is 
provided  with  a  shield  against  tempta- 
tions. In  his  activities  his  heart  is  puri- 
fied, his  spirit  refined,  his  mind  ennobled, 
and  he  learns  that  after  all  the  greatest 
thing  in  life  is  service.  He  also  learns 
that  "  without  the  ordinances,  and  the 
authority  of  the  Priesthood,  the  power  of 
Godliness  is  not  manifest  unto  men  in 
■■the  flesh." 


While  Joseph  Smith  and  Oliver  Cow- 
dery  were  the  Hist  in  this  dispensation 
to  receive  the  Aaronic  Priesthood)  the 
presidency  of  this  Priesthood  has  by  reve- 
lation been  broughl  down  to  the  Presid- 
ing Bishop  of  the  Church.  Not  until 
1831,  however,  did  the  Church  have  a 
Bishop,  and  during  this  time  the  Aaronic 
Priesthood  continued  in  the  Church  with 
Joseph  Smith  and  Oliver  Cowdery. 

In  a  revelation  given  February  4th. 
1831,  at  Kirtland,  Edward  Partridge  was 
chosen  the  first  bishop  of  the  Chinch 
and  is  generally  recognized  as  the  firs' 
Presiding  Bishop  of  the  Chinch.  Newell 
K.  Whitney  was  chosen  second  bishop 
of  the  Church  in  December,  1831,  to 
attend  to  the  affairs  pertaining  to  the 
Bishopric   in   the   eastern   branches. 

Ppon  the  death  of  Bishop  Partridge 
in  1840,  Bishop  Whitney  was  the  head 
bishop  of  the  Church.  During  .January. 
1830,  \\ 'illiain  Cowdery  was  appointed 
President  over  the  Priests  of  the  Aaronic 
Priesthood  in  Kirtland  ;  Oliver  Olney  to 
preside  over  the  Teachers  and  Ira  Bond 
to  preside  over  the  Deacons'  quorum. 

After  the  death  of  Joseph  Smith  in 
1844,  Heber  C.  Kimball  moved  that  Bis- 
hop Whitney  stand  as  first  Bishop  in  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints,  and  that  George  Miller  stand  as 
second  bishop. 

Edward  Hunter  became  Presiding 
Bishop  of  the  Church  in  1851,  following 
the  death  of  Bishop  Whitney  in  Septem- 
ber, 1850.  Bishop  Hunter 'died  in  1883 
and  William  B.  Preston  was  called.  He 
was  succeeded  in  turn  by  the  late  Bishop 
Charles  W.  Nibley  in  1907,  who  in  turn 
became  a,  counselor  to  President  Heber 
J.  (riant,  and  was  succeeded  as  Presid- 
ing Bishop  in  1925  by  Sylvester  Q.  Can- 
non, who  now  presides  over  the  Aaronic 
Priesthood  of  the  Church.—  (Published 
in  The  Deaeret  Wews,  May  9th,  1931.)
